Beware of Pro-Germans. 
“ For the moment the pacifists and 
internationalists 
and 
pro-Germans 
dare not be noisy . 
But let our peo­ 
ple beware of them as soon as the 
peace negotiations begin and 
from 
that time onward. 
They hav e work­ 
ed together in the past and they will 
work together In the future, the pro- 
Germans furnishing the most power­ 
ful and most sinister element of the 
combination while the pacifists and 
the internationalists prance 
in 
the 
foreground and furnish the rhetoric. 


“ Let our people remember that for 
the two and a half y ears before we 
entered the war the pacifists clamor­ 
ously insisted that if we kept un­ 
prepared we would av oid war. Well, 
we tried the ex periment. 
We kept 
completely unprepared. 
Ev en 
after 
we broke off 
diplomataic 
rfPhions 
with Germany we refused to 
make 
the slightest preparation. 
And nev ­ 
ertheless we drifted Into 
the 
war. 
Pacifism and unpreparedness 
nev er 
keep a nation out of war. 
They in­ 
v ite war, and they insure that if war 
comes it shall be costly and long 
drawn out and bloody . 


.Pa cifists Are Enemies. 
“ Let us remember this when the 
peace cornea. 
Don't trust the paci­ 
fists; they are the enemies of right­ 
eousness. 
Don’t trust 
the 
interna ­ 
tionalists; they are the 
enemies 
of 
nationalism and Anv ericanism. 
“ When peace comes let us accept 
auy 
reasonable 
proposal, 
whether 
calling for a lea gue of nations or for 
auy other machinery , which wre can 
iu good faith act upon, and which 
does really offer some cha nce 
of 
lessening the number of future wars 
and diminishing their area. 
But let 
us nev er forget that any promise that 
such a lea gue or other piece of ma ­ 
chinery will definitely do away with 
war is either sheer nonsense or rank 
hy pocrisy . 


Univ ersa l Training. 
“ Let us rest our strength 
on an 
army which shall consist not of a 
special caste, but of the people them­ 
selv es, on an army produced by the 
univ ersa l obligatory training of 
all 
our y oung men 
sometime 
between 
the ages of 19 and 21. 
“ This is for the future. 
Our im­ 
media te duty is to win the war. 
We 
must speed up the war to the limit. 
W e must try to finish it at the ea r­ 
liest possible moment, but be resolv ­ 
ed to finish it, no matter how long it 
ta kes. 
We must insist on the peace 
of complete and ov erwhelming v ic­ 
tory . 
We must 
remember 
tha t 
a 
huge army put in the field at one 
tim e will accomplish what the same 
number of men put intto the field 
In driblets can

W e hav e a much larger population 
and much greater natural resources

Washington, Aug. 26.— In the sen­ 
ate today debate on the adm inistra­ 
tion man power bill broadening the 
draft age limits to 38 to 45 years, 
was resumed today, and the passage 
of the bill late today or tomorrow is 
expected. 
To expedite and simplify proceed- 
ure the house bill, as it was passed, 
was substituted for the draft 
bill 
which has been pending in the sen­ 
ate. 
The senate military committee

The prohibition bill has been ioin- 
porarily set aside in the senate in 
favor of man power legislation and 
also to give tim e for negotiations be­ 
tween the opposing factions.

traversed in the interior of Labrador 
by the exploring parties of represent­ 
atives of tin* National Geographic so­ 
ciety and tbe Carnegie museum. Pitts­ 
burgh, which arrived at St. Johns, N. 
F., recently. 
The 
journey 
covered 
about 
750 
miles over a route never before trav­ 
eled bv white men and was made 
more difficult by the fact that the five 
Indians 
who 
were 
taken along as 
guides proved to be unfamiliar with 
ihe country. 
The party included E. B. O. Todd, 
rtfyator of ornithology In the Carne­ 
gie museum: O. J. Murie, orator of 
mamin.ils in the same institution, and 
Alfred Marshall of Chicago. 
They left Seven Islands ha.v on the 
north side of the Gujf of St. Law­ 
rence, about the end of May and trav­ 
eled north by canoe and portages, 
reaching Fort Chimo.
